THREATS Pllﬂ JOHN

Many Letters Sent to Him After the Mar-
der of His Brother.

It was learned yestardny that for three or four
woekn after Hamlin J. Andrus was killed by
the exploston of n bomb in the offlee of hin fac-
tory at Yonkers, the brotlier of the dead man.
John E, Aundrue, recelved many threatening
ecommunications, moat of them anonymons. Tho
greater number of thess letters, Mr. Andrus
snld yesterday, wers evidently the work of
practieal Jokers or fool sensationalista. Noth-
Inge was sald abont them at the time of their re-
velpt, heennse Mr. Anitrus belleved that their
publieation might stir somo renlly dangerous
but quisscont erauk ltuto porniclous nectivity.
Even now, after two woeka and more have
elapsed alnes the lnst threatening letter was re-
colved, Mr, Andrus does not think that it would
be wine for him to make the letlers themselves
public. He siuld that they were very nbualve,
wnd soma of them warned him to prepare to
enter another world within n few hours,
